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WHAT’S BEHIND THE SCENES? 
The sudden turn of events th at has caused 
G reat Britain to mobilize its g reat arm ada of 
w ater fig hting craft in the M editerranean pre­ 
sents the most startling aspect of the Italian- 
Ethiopian quarrel th at has developed to date. 
News of the mobilzation was known in America 
before it was revealed to the population of Eng ­ 
land and all maneuvers were kept in as much 
secrecy as was possible. 
There is no apparent reason for such war-like 
preparation. The only reason officially g iven by 
Eng land is th at the fig hting force has been sta­ 
tioned there to protect Eng lish interests in case 
of need, which is a very g eneral ex cuse for such 
an im portant move. Just how acutely the British 
interests are endang ered is the question th at is 
foremost. All sound log ic on the subject would 
lead to but one conclusion — th at the interests of 
the empire must be in far g reater jeopardy than 
has y et been revealed. The intellig ence depart­ 
m ent of G reat Britain must have uncovered facts 
th a t would w arrant such a m ilitary display . 
Eng land is a peaceful nation ex cept when 
threatened with dang er. She has no motive for 
becoming embroiled in another war unless forced 
into it in protection of her sovereig nty . The far- 
flung possessions of Eng land are the richest in 
the world and all th at could be desired or kept 
intact by one nation. The country is just rising 
to new commercial activity and shaking off the 
shackles of .the depression. It has not y et recov­ 
ered from the adverse results of the World war. 
The sudden and ex tensive concentration of its 
naval power in the M editerranean, the bolstering 
of m ilitary power at Malta, the preparations for 
defense at G ibraltar and the stationing of g reat 
fig hting forces in Asiatic waters foretell pre­ 
cautions ag ainst ambitions of the bellig erent 
Mussolini th at are y et to be made known to an 
anx ious w'orld. 
Such a drastic move cannot be ascribed to 
leag ue idealism for Eng land would not g o so far 
as to attem pt to enforce sanctions ag ainst Italy 
sing le-handed. International friendship is not 
so altruistic as to cause Eng land to become in­ 
volved in possible war in an attem pt to protect 
the sovereig nty of Ethiopia.

Social workers, teachers, health authorities, 
and other leaders in public service are increasing 
their reliance on the resources of industry in car­ 
ry ing forward their beneficial activities. No long ­ 
er an alien, business is fast becoming an ally of 
movements for social betterm ent.
